McCarthy said, “and immediately 
afterwards Eamonn Duggan and 
Desmond Fitzgerald left for Ireland 
by the morning mail, taking the 
copy of the Treaty with them. 
Later in the day Mr. Jones, Lloyd 
George’s pare called at Hans 
place and asked for another signed 
copy of the Treaty. 

“Whether that copy was to be 
used as the British copy 
Treaty or aS a second British copy 
for the purpose of photographic 
record I cannot say,”- said Mr. 
McCarthy. “ Griffith was just going 
to sign the copy, ' per pro Duggan,’ 
when L remembered that I had a 
copy of his signature in the house 
| suggested pasting this signature on 
the ‘copy, and both Griffith and 
Jonés agreed at once.” 


NO DECEPTION 


Mr. McCarthy smiled. “ Contrary 
to popular belief,” he said, “the 
signature was taken from a pro- 
cramme for the Irish concert at the 
Albert Hall, not a dinner menu; 
and. the signature was cut out with 
a pair of scissors, not with a knife.” 

Mr. McCarthy said that there was 
obviously no intention to deceive 
anybody; the fact that Mr. Duggan’s 
signature was pasted down on a 
copy of the Treaty could not affect 
its validity. 

The photograph of the copy, which 
clearly shows that the Duggan signa- 
ture was pasted down,. also. shows 
that the copy ts different in another 
respect from that reproduced in the 
lrish Times on October 11th. The 
lrish signatures in this case are on 
the right instead of on the left side 
of the Treaty.

The main objective of an Allied 
air raid on Germany on Monda 
night, a British Air Ministry com- 
muniqué states, was the industrial 
and.railway centre of Cologne, on 
which 4,000 tons of high-explosive 
and incendiary bombs were dropped 
in a concentrated attack through 
clouds. The glow of large fires was 
seen. 

The communiqué adds. that two 
attacks were made on Berlin—one 
before the raid on Cologne and the 
other soon afterwards, Airfields over 
a wide area were also attacked. 
From these operations two aircraft 
are missing.

RITISH troops yesterday reached the lower Maas, and 
Canadian forces battled across the causeway to Walcheren 


island. 


As the Germans withdraw across the Maas,

Converging patrols of General 
Dempsey’s forces are less than a 
mile from the town of Geertruiden- 
burg, two miles south of the Maas 
and the “gateway” to one of the 
two. bridges remaining to the 
Germans.

Once this bridge is wrested from 
the Germans they will have only the 
great Moerdijk road and rail bridges 
to evacuate what still remains of 
the force, 40,000 strong, originally 
in the “ pocket.” 

The Germans are withdrawing as 
many men as possible across these 
bridges. Polish troops, fighting with 
the Canadian Ist Army, have 
crossed the line of the Mark River 
north of Breda, on the direct route 
to the Moerdijk bridges, and forces 
fanning out north-east of Roosen- 
daal have captured the road and 
rail town of Oudenbosch, six miles 
north-east of Roosendaal. 

Canadian troops fighting along 

the narrow concrete causeway link- 
ing South Beveland with Walchcren 
Island reached the western end of the’ 
causeway against powerful resist- 
ance, 
In this great battle for the port 
of Antwerp the Canadians and 
British have met some of the fiercest 
Opposition since the Normandy 
struggle; but the battle is now 
reaching its final stages.

DICTATORSHIP 


‘Another Associated Press war 
correspondent says — that the 
Koumintang Party régime, headed 
by Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
has been, and is, more concerned 
with the inevitable civil war against 
the 80,000,000 Chinese Communists 
than in the struggle against Japan. 

Democracy does .not exist. in 
China, he says. There probably is 
no more effective dictatorship 
that of the Kuomingtang Party. 
There is no freedom of speech, or 
of Press, or of much anything else. 
There are secret police, concentra- 
tion camps and firing squads for 


those who dare to speak, or write, 


or-act out of turn, There also are 
ingenious means of applying “ do-it- 
or-else ™ pressure. For years China 
has been on the verge of falling 
apart. 
As far back as early 1943, one 
observer came out of China and told 
how lease-iend material was being 
saved up for the civil war. 
He told ‘how Chinese in many 
sectors were resisting only on a 
token basis, and how goods were 
passing, freely in many areas, from 
the Japanese to the Chinese, and 
vice versa.—({Reuter and A.P.)

TO DR. TEMPLE 


“ William' Temple was a scholar 
of the first order; seven univer- 
sities of these islands conferred on 
him ‘the degree of D.D., and three 
honoured him with the degree of 
D.Litt..” said the Most Rev. Dr. 
A. W. Barton, Archbishop of 
Dublin, speaking yesterday at a 
memorial Service to the late Dr, 
Temple, aie at of Canter- 
bury, St. —Patrick's 
Cathedral, Dublin. 

“Up to 1936,” said Dr. Barton, 

‘Dr. Temple had sbdinaad 23 
published works. As* headmaster 


busy parish, as Bishop of Man- 
chester, Archbishop of York, and 
then as Archbishop of Canterbury, 
he found time and energy for these 
contributions to literature, to 
address conferences, to take 
missions, and, at the same time, to 
keep his finger on the pulse, oo 
only of the Church of England 
but of world politics and social 
movements.”
